INTRODUCTION 


This  program  is  designed  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  majority 
of  students  in  six  years,  regardless  of  the  language  of  instruc- 
tion, in  the  age  groups  for  which  it  was  developed.  The 
program  will,  however,  require  some  modification  to  assist 
exceptional  students  to  achieve  in  accordance  with  their 
potential.  Exceptional  children  include  the  gifted  and  tal- 
ented, learning  disabled,  trainable  mentally  handicapped, 
educable  mentally  handicapped,  dependent  handicapped, 
hearing  impaired,  visually  impaired,  behaviorally  disor- 
dered, and  those  students  whose  physical  or  medical  con- 
dition interferes  with  their  educational  progress. 

Activities  particularly  designed  for  gifted  and  talented 
students  are  encouraged.  The  teacher  manual  for  the  gifted 
and  talented  provides  some  ideas.  Community  resources  such 
as  libraries,  museums,  cultural  programs  and  other  com- 
munity events  should  complement  school  strategies  for  en- 
richment. Curriculum  guides  should  list  appropriate 
enrichment  activities  for  all  students,  including  the  academ- 
ically gifted. 

Learning  disabled  children  require  special  instruction  to 
compensate  for  their  particular  difficulties. 

Special  programs  for  the  education  of  the  educable  men- 
tally handicapped,  trainable  mentally  handicapped  and  de- 
pendent handicapped  have  been  developed. 

Support  material  has  been  developed  to  assist  both  regular 
class  teachers  having  special  needs  students,  and  special 
education  teachers  using  the  regular  curriculum.  The  special 
education  curriculum  guides  for  the  visually  impaired  and 
hearing  impaired,  and  the  teacher  manuals  for  the  learning 
disabled  and  the  behaviorally  disordered,  provide  specialized 
assistance  in  these  areas. 

Appropriate  resources  and  methods  are  required  to  max- 
imize learning  opportunities  for  exceptional  students.  These 
have  been  developed  to  meet  a  variety  of  special  needs. 
Bibliographies,  reference  materials,  handbooks  and  consul- 
tative services  are  available  through  the  Regional  Offices  of 
Alberta  Education. 

School  staff  are  expected  to  adjust  the  program  where 
possible  to  meet  individual  student  needs.
